“Kemember, ami be meticu| 
lously careful of the meaning: of 
your conversation; that is one of 
the necessities of every-day life,** 
said Mr. Justice. Aulay Morri¬ 
son. in addressing Ye Knights of 
Ye Hound Table at the regulr.r 

meeting of that body at the Empress 
Hotel last night. "Do not be afraid 
of being pedantic," he said, "we 
should not subordinate ourselves 
for fear, of being thought conceited, 
but place the true value upon 
words.** 

Thla. was the first point of the 
speaker's address; one which car¬ 
ried a Wealth of sound, common 
sense advice and straightforward 
admonition. Carelessness with the 
value of words led men to trouble, 
said Mr. Justice Morrison. 

There was a certain superficiality 
in the understanding of the Scrip¬ 
tures, for Instance, said the speak¬ 
er. where the reading waa among 
average minds. 

The freedom of British peoples 
to-day was founded upon British 
Institutions, which tended to de¬ 
velop a sense of service and re- 
»ponslhiltles. said Mr. Justice Mor¬ 
rison. (These Institutions, particu¬ 
larly speaking. were for the benefit 
of the Individual: they did not mean 
"imperialism." but th* personal, In- i 
dividual moral character of cltl- j 
sens. 

The British Empire was often con- j 
•trued to mean something vague 
and materialistic, something having j 
Its beglnn'ng in Downing Street. 
Hut. said thf speaker, the Urltiah 
Empire was truth. It was not as- | 
soda ted particularly with terrltor- I 
lallty. with the state, but with the 
people—In whom was the sov- 
erelghty. 

STATES FUNCTIONS 

Speaking on government and the 
admlnletratlon ef laws. Mr Justtre 
Morrison anld that it was the state's 
greatest duty to safeguard life, lib¬ 
erty and personal property From 
the time of Magna Carta and the 
Habeas Corpus Act, the liberty of 
the Britisher was assured. From 
Magna «^m*-the world's democracy. | 
freedom of speech and religion, fran- j 
chlse and thought, waa given to 
British people: thence to the world. 

Even the great thinkers of Greece 1 
and Rome failed to see the rights of 
Individuals, failed to distinguish the 
liberty which should be every man's 
privilege. It was now a British 
heritage, he Raid 

"Let us steer by the stars the 
ancient Seamen knew," said the 
speaker. "What could be safer? 
only sometimes we permit them to 

be clouded. 

“ 'The province is the Empire.'" 
he quoted, and went on to point out 
that when It was remembered that 
each component part's progress was 
that much addition to the strength 
of the whole, it was a duty of every 
man In Canada Vo aid In the build¬ 
ing of the Dominion. Canada, he 
said, could be made the keystone of 
the Emgfcr* in this way. 

I>r. K. E. Hr y done-Jack moved and 
Rev. W. A. Guy seconded a vote■ of 
thanks to the speaker. Both speak¬ 
ers referred »q the encouragement 
contained in the address of the 
evening. Rev. Guy said that them 
were virtually three rules contained 
in those remarks: to think clearly 
and soberly to apeak truthfully 
and carefully, and to work for 
the development of Canada, for the 
benefit of the Empire and British 
Institutions. 

Attorney-General A. M. Manson 
aupplernen’ed Mr. Justice Morrison 
and said that very often loose Judg- 
ments and hasty words often low'- 
ered the dignity of an Institution. 
This very ihlng had happened on the 
floor of the British Columbia legis¬ 
lature. he said. 

Tradition, said Mr. Manson. was 
something of value to a nation. He 
referred to the custom of the ser- 
geant-st-.irma of the House of Com¬ 
mons who kept the doors locked un¬ 
til he recognised the king’s mes¬ 
senger. There was such grand his¬ 
tory behind these traditions, he said, 
where were founded all the fine 
things of British democracy, that It 
should not be possible to picture a 
legislature of British men and wo¬ 
men as a circus

with remarks of appreciation of his 
own.

But Mr. Pack has made a rather 
bad break. Last Saturday, after 
idling us what an “easily-tamed and 
affectionate little creature” the 
guinea-pig ts. he goes on to say that 
“a great many are used yearly for 
research and laboratory work,” with' 
Its "parasitical Injections/' and. par¬ 
ticularly, for the production of dlph- 
theiis "anti-toxin.” for which he 
claims we should be very grateful to 
the little snimal. Rather, for the 
kind of laboratory work suggested, 
and the part it Is made to play 
therein, we owe It a most humble 
apology. 

Mr. Pack surely knows how paln- 
fuT and sickening suck' "parasitical/ 
Injections” are. In themselves and 
their effects, upon even those crea¬ 
tures "not of high mentality.’* Does 
he know that, for tne production of 
the special diphtheria serum, not 
guinea-pigs alone fare they really 
used for thia?», but much more Intel¬ 
ligent and valuable, and highly sen¬ 
sitive animals, such as the horse, 
hays to submit to the injections: and 
that great pain and weakness are 
caused ulso by the periodical draw¬ 
ing-off. at one time, of “ live to ten 
quarts” of a horse’s blood, for the 
flnaMnaklng of the serum. I believe 
there are large numbers of people 
among us entirely too humane, once 
they know the facts, to condone such 
cruelty, even though It be Intended to 
save human, life. And 1 believe that 
Mr. Pack, evidently a kind-hearted 
man himself, will line up with them 
as soon us he knows the facts mors 
thoroughly. 

But the case la worse than so far 
suggested: anti-toxin does not save 
liumitg life. There's the rub. •The 
"Metropolitan Asylums Hoard Annual 
Report*, of England---and doubtless 
those of other countries would pre¬ 
sent s like result—Include one report 
showing that the percentage, front 
1195 to 1910, of deaths to cases 
treated with anti-toxin, is over thir¬ 
teen; while another report Included, 
coveting the same period, shows tBkt 
the percentage of deaths to cases 
treated without anti-toxin. Is a little 
under six! The animal-experiment- 
era quote the above report, dealing 
with cases where anti toxin was used, 
as being most reliable and satisfac¬ 
tory. but are very careful riot to 
quote the other, dealing with cases 
where anti-toxin wus not used, 
though both were published by the 
same board at the same time. Why? 

No. it Is not anti-toxin, or serums 
of any kind. that, as Mr. J*ack sug¬ 
gest*, "lessen the horrors of such dt*- 
eaass as diphtheria, typhoid fever, 
and others.” but better sanitation, 
cleanliness, and such like, together 
with Improved methods, generally. In 
the treatment of cases. And it Is 
high time That the public should be 
seised of the fact that an increasing 
number of the highest medical au¬ 
thorities. and other strong. Indepen¬ 
dent thinkers, condemn all vaccines, 
inoculations, etc., as ’’dangerous, un¬ 
scientific. useless and a menace to the 
race.”

LIBERALISM AWAKENING 


J UST A LITTLE MORE THAN TWENTY- 

one years ago a great meeting of Liberals took 
place in the Albert Hall in London and the speaker 
was Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman. Those who 
heard the address which that stalwart Liberal de¬ 
livered felt that a spirit was abroad that must make a 
decisive appeal to the people of Britain. There hpd 
been a period of internal disagreement, just as there 
has been for a year or so now, but the party had 
put this aside and unitedly faced the forces of Tory¬ 
ism and the policy of Protection. Liberals were con¬ 
scious of a national call rising steadily and irresistibly 
in the constituencies. Obedient to this call they put 
their full strength into the election that followed, and 
at the end were in possession of a great majority in the 
House of Commons. 

What is now taking place is a close parallel to the 
beginning of that memorable sequence of events. 
Liberalism Has had its time of trouble. This is ended, 
and the speech of Sir Herbert Samuel recently, like 
that of Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman in the last 
month of 1905. seem, to be a true and timely reminder 
of urgent national need and of the unique ability of 
Liberalism to meet that need. 

There is much evidence that Old Country Liberal, 
—and letters to the newspapers seem lo bear it out— 
are determined to end Conservative rule and give even 
Labor the surprise of its life. They point lo the 
fact that the country is being beaten in peace by a 
nation vanquished in war. I hey make much of the 
poor condition of trade and commerce and agree with 
Sir Herbert Samuel when he says he thinks it prob¬ 
able that a majority of his fellow-countrymen are of 
his opinion and. on a review of present conditions 
and of the handling of national interests under recent 
governments, will find themselves unable to take ser¬ 
vice with Conservatives or with Laboriles. Nor is 
Sir Herbert perturbed by current election figures. 
He is confident that the constituencies will repeat 
the verdict of 1906 when the issues are fairly and 
fully placed before them. 

Sir Herbert sees shaping itself "a definite and 
distinct Liberal philosophy of politics, a continuation 
of the old doctrine, yet a development and a modi¬ 
fication of it. fitted lo the changed condition, of the 
modern world.” He points out with fitting emphasis 
thst the "Liberal policy is not a piece of bluff like 
the pretended Labor cure for unemployment, nor. like 
the snippets, fragments, shreds and scraps that con¬ 
stitute all we have had or can expect from Corner- 
va'ism. but a policy based upon competent and thor¬ 
ough investigation.’’ 

Such a policy, the basis of future Libera] legisla¬ 
tion. has been prepared for Coal and Power and 
Land, and expert groups drawn from the classes 
concerned, and the best authorities on the- subject, 
are devoting time and thought to the question of in¬ 
dustrial reform. Among these investigators are Sir 
Herbert Samuel hinuelf. Sir John Simon, and also

Island Tomatoes and Cucumbers Finding Big Market i£ 
Distant Ontario and Quebec, Markets Commissioner | 
Reports; Local Products Received Favorably by 
Eastern Buyers and Volume of Output Shows Large 
Growth 


The report of the Markets Commissioner of the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment at Calgary, made publie to-day by the Department of 
Agriculture, declares emphatically for some measure of control to 
effect orderly marketing of fruit and vegetable crops of the fruit¬ 


growing districts of this Province. 


Lack of cold storage and general storage facilities in this 
Province is stated by the Markets Commissioner to he one of the 
primary defects of the marketing system for British Columbia 
fruit. For this reason Washington shippers are abj.e to supply 
fruits from cold storage at times when British Columbia fruit is not 

available. la this way the Washing- 
ton fruit comM to ths prairie mar¬ 
kets from cold storage after the 
British Columbia season Is tover. 

United State* prunes and pear* are 
Instanced a* commodities to which 
this statament applies Ripening 
earlier, they reach the markets at 
profitable prices before British Col¬ 
umbia fruit la available and. held In 
cold storage, they supply the market 
after Canadian fruit has been dis¬ 
posed of at low prices owing to 


glutted conditions at consuming 
points. 

On the other hand, the report aUtes 
that cold storage facilities In prairie 
centres is adequate for more fruit 
than Is offered for storage but tne 
lack of orderly marketing of the etop 
prevents Ihe use of such facilities. 
Shippers, desiring to get Immediate 
returns, force the market at unprofit¬ 
able prices. 

WINTER 8TOCK8 

At February It there was a pros¬ 
pective market on the prairies, be¬ 
tween that date and June, for-«W0 
cars of apples but British Columbia 
had only 4 n storage, available for 
That hiaHttr.rYlHr cars which were 
held by the Associated Growers’ or¬ 
ganisation. 

The cause of such scarcity .a 
assigned by the commiairtnner to ths 
overlapping during November and 
I>ecember of Winter and Pall apple 
■ales when prices were such as to 
return the grower littla or nothing. 
Indifferent returns of this kind might 
have been avoided by keeping the 
Winter varieties off the market at 
the time Fall varieties were for sale.
